Dear Bud; 
Now that youv’e been in- 
ducted into the Army, I suppose 


you’re probably thinking about how 
you can best prepare yourself for 
the reception center. Well, for one 
thing, don’t save all the farewell 
parties for the last day or two be- 
fore you have to go. Try to be well- 
rested when you hit the reception 
center. Also, go down to the High 
School now and ask for a copy of 
your record, showing all the pre- 
induction, science, and mathematics 
courses, you took, The principal pro- 
bably will have an. Educational 
Hxperience Summary card he can 
give you — it’s a green card with 
your whole record set down, practi- 
cally a vest pocket edition of your 
life history. You'll want to show it 
to the classification interviewer at 
the reception center. Be sure that 
the card shows that you worked 
with the telephone company as a 
lineman’s-helper the past two sum- 
mers. 


Remember this about the recep- | 


tion center: You'll probably be there 
for only 4 or 5 days. You'll be buzy 
“every minute of the time. and then 
you'll be shipped right out. probab- 
ly to a replacement training center, 
for you, basic training, So don’t 
take along too much stuff the way 
I did — it’ll only get in your way. 
All you need for the reception cén- 
ster is a small overnight bag with 
your razor, toothbrush, some under- 
wear, and some extra handkerchiefs. 
And don’t wear one of your good 
suits. Because, as soon’ as you’re 


welcomed and assigned to. a. bar- | 


racks, they. give you your uniform 
and ‘other equipment and you have 


to bundle up your civies and mail | 


them home. 
Youll be given about 45 pieces 


of clothing and about 16 pieces of. 


individual equipment — - including 
a coat, a couple of jackets, 4 shirts, 
6 pairs of socks, several caps, a belt, 
an overcoat, 5 sets of underware, 2 
‘pairs of shoes, several pairs | of 
trousers, a couple of barracks bags, 
a canteen, eating utensils, identi- 
fication tags, toilet articles, and 
towels, As you can see from this 
sketchy list, the Army gives you 
enought to wear. And every item of 
clothing shints, jackets, coats, 
trousers, and especially shoes — is 
carefully fitted to your size. They 
even have tailors their to make ad- 
justments in trouser length, etc. 


| Some of the clothes they give you 


may seem a little too big, but that’s 
only because you probably will 


| grow into them after a short time 
‘in the Army. See that you get all 


the supplies you’re supposed to, and 
take good care of them, You'll have 
to pay for anything tyou lose or de-

As soon as you’re outfitted, you 
then take the Army General Classi- 
fication Test. This examination 1s 
meant to find out how quickly you 
car, be taught to ao Army jobs. 1t 
contains all sorts of questions | 
arithmetic, vocabulary, observation, 
and common-sense questions, start- 
ing with very easy ones and more

““Fourscore and seven years ago our fathers brought forth 
on this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that all men are created equal.”’

My Dear Mr. Wood:— 


I arrived at Corpus Christi and ~ 


was assigned to the Educational De- 
partment to be indoctrinated in their 


| system of education, as it is given 


-here to. the enlisted personnel. After 
five ‘days there, I was assigned, to 
the above station as the Squadron 
Educational Officer. This station is 
located some 70 miles northwest of 
Corpus Christi, and San Antonio is 
some 90 miles from here going north. 

While at ‘Corpus Christi, which is 
the main station, I visited the various 
shops, in machine, foundry, welding, 
radio, carpentry, airplane mainten- 
ance, drafting ect. I really thought I 
was back at Rindge. These courses 
are emphasized strongly as they want 
good mechanics. One having a back- 
ground in the above fields moves 
along rapidly. There is a demand at 
this station as well as at others for 
aviation machinists and engine men. 
These men take examinations in the 
various subjects for advancement. I 
dare say, that two-thirds of the per- 

‘sonel here is attached to the squad- 
ron. These men are given lectures and 
shown pictures of the various setups 
in the field of aviation. I gave the 
first lecture on the use of the various 
metals and why they are used, as 
many of them are attached, to the 
engineering dept. (aviation.) This 
‘setup is quite different from teach- 
ing cadets, who are the future otf- 
ficers when they complete their cour- 
ses. By the way, many of the cadets 
-T had at Minneapolis, are now of- 
ficers here studying instrument fly- 
ing and are moving out for advance 
_training. Well, Mr. Wood, I sure hope 


that the setup as given by’ the Navy — 


will have good mechanics that the 
courses at Rindge will give them a 
solid foundation.
